National politics are shaping up to present United States 
voters with a rerun of the last presidential election. Former 
President Donald Trump has earlier announced his official 
run for the office he lost in the last election while President 
Joe Biden, who defeated Trump in their one-on-one 
national election, this week did the long-expected thing 
and announced he was running for re-election.

Thar She Blows! 


Growing up in the South some things are just inevitable. 
Grits come to be accepted as a good side dish with any meal, 
and sooner or later everybody goes fishing. I know I’ll never 
forget my first fishing trip. I honestly don’t remember how 
many fish were caught that day, but I will always remember the 


impact that day had on the rest of my life. 


L.T. Ward was one of my dad’s best friends. Dad and L.T. 
had grown up together, gone to college together, and now they 
lived down the street from each other. Our families would 
occasionally have cookouts or go out to eat, but the Wards 
were big Auburn fans, so naturally we couldn’t do too much 
with them. However, they were fun people tobe with and when 
they invited us to spend a day at the lake with them we were 


excited to go. 


To my six-year old mind it seemed like a half day’s drive to 
get to Walnut lake, when in reality it was only about twenty 
minutes. Walnut lake was not a large lake, just a really big 
pond with eight or ten houses around it and a beautiful view 
of Interstate 20/59 on the north end. But to me it was Lake 


Superior and there were fish to be caught. 


The day was perfect, the temperature was cool, the water 
was clear, and the fish were practically jumping onto the bank. 
Well anyway, it was a nice day. While Dad and Mr. Ward.were 
busy getting the fishing gear ready, Mom and Mrs, Ward were 
busy getting things ready for the fish fry we would have later I 
was busy falling in the lake. Since it was too cool to swim and 
we were just going to fish we hadn’t brought any extra clothes. 
I had the choice of roughing it out until my clothes dried or 
hypothermia set in or I could wear some of Tim Ward’s clothes. 
Tim was a good bit bigger than me and his clothes were some 
what large on me, but they were dry and mine weren’t. So I 


made do. 


After 1 dried off and changed my cloth’s, it was time to fish. 
Dad put a worm on my hook and I was ready to go. I can only 
imagine what I must have looked like with clothes that were 
twice my size and that long cane pole sticking out over the 

- water. Whatever I looked like, it must have been scaring the 
fish away because I wasn’t catching anything and I had already 
been fishing five minutes. I watched as the others were catch- 
ing fish. It just didn’t make any sense. No matter how many 
times I checked my hook, or hit the water with my rod tip, or 
threw rocks in the water to simulate smaller fish jumping, I just 


couldn’t catch any fish. 


Finally, I got tired and put my ‘pole down on the ground. 
I sat down and watched everybody else having fun. Just 
as I had decided that I was not destined to be a fisherman, 
it happened. My pole began to move by itself toward the 
lake as if some unseen creature were trying to snatch it 
under the water. Instincts told me to grab the pole and 
yank, so I did. As I yanked for all I was worth, there was a 
slight resistance, and then suddenly from the murky depths 


the creature appeared hurtling toward my face. 


The blue gill brim stopped about three inches from my 

_ face and just hung there in mid-air, wiggling violently. I 
had caught my first fish! As I stood there and realized 
what had happened, I did what any red blooded American 
six year old who had caught his first fish would have done: 


I dropped the pole and ran like crazy. 


I don’t remember much about the rest of that day, except 
that I was changed forever. I would never go fishing with- 
out a change of clothes again, and I would be a fisherman 
for the rest of my life. Something deep inside had been 
ignited. It would always be a part of me. 

Jesus had the same affect on some Jewish fisherman one 
day beside the Sea of Galilee. “Come, follow me,” Jesus 


said, “and I will make you fishers of men.” 


At once they left their nets and followed him. (Mark 
1;17-18) Jesus had ignited something deep within Peter 
and Andrew. They knew life would never be the same 
again. They were fisherman for life.
